Activities Get Underway 


The Third Annual Journalism Day activities got underway this 
morning when over a hundred and thirty students from local high 
schools registered in front of the Armory. ; 

Host Pete McKeown welcomed the journalists while members of 
the student and executive councils took care of their registration. Then 
the visitors went for coffee inside the Armory. 


Today, participants in the Jour- 
nalism conclave will see awards 
given for the best high school 
paper. Individual awards will also 
be given. 


Workshops in news writing, 
creative writing, sports writing, 
advertising, press photography, 


and yearbook coverage will begin 
at 10:30 with tours of the campus, 
a slide presentation, and a movie 
also in the offering. 

The high school students will 
hear several speakers. The high- 
light of their day will come at 
12:15, when Dr. George T. Thur- 
man, Director of the Firestone En- 
gineering Laboratory in Monterey 
will speak. 

Dr. Thurman will discuss two 
things: the growing need for jour- 
nalism students to prepare them- 
selves for a technological society, 
and the new phase of journalistic 
effort embodied in a _ technical 
writer. It is Dr. Thurman’s belief 
that the tremendous growth of 
technology in America amounts 
to a sociological trend. 

More and more, the reading pub- 
lic will want to be informed of ad- 
vances and occurrences in the lab- 
oratories and research centers. 
“Since no one can write intelli- 
gently about something he doesn’t 
understand, at least in essence,” 
says Dr. Thurman, “it is going to 
behoove young people to supple- 
ment their journalism educations 
with a fundamental knowledge of 
the sciences.”

North-South Football Playoff 
Passed in State CJCSGA Confab

The controversial North-South 
JC Football Championship play- 
off was one of eight resolutions 
passed at the State CJCSGA con- 
vention held last week in Long 
Beach. 

Two resolutions were defeated 
and seven recommendations pass- 
ed in the three day conclave. 

Leaving at 7:00 last Thursday 
morning the group arrived in Long 
Beach at 4:00 p.m. where they 
registered at the Lafayette Hotel 
and began the long succession of 
banquets, general assemblies,

the district. The staff of this news- 
paper recognizes that theirs is a

poses tremendous responsibilities 
upon the members of the staff.

workshops, dances, and caucuses 
which often kept them up until 
late, late, hours of the warm South- 
ern California night. 

The athletics workshop was per- 
haps one of the hottest with four 
resolutions and one recommenda- 
tion being presented to the general 
assembly. 

Number one on the Athletic Hit 
Parade, was the North-South play- 
off. The expected opposition from 
the South never came but instead 
a dividing of the North occurred. 
After much bickering a happy 
medium was reached. The resolu- 
tion was carried: thirty-eight for, 
fourteen against, and ten abstain- 
ing. 

A resolution concerning a re- 
evaluation of the State Athletic 
Code was defeated 13-25-5. This 
resolution was supported, and was 
seconded in the workshop by MPC, 

A recommendation that the reso- 
lution passed last year concerning 
a C average for athletes be again 
referred to the State Junior Col- 
lege Association was okayed by the 
assembly. Monterey was opposed 
to this. 

Another athletic resolution pass- 
ed was one concerning a double 
elimination State JC basketball 
tournament instead of the present 
single elimination type. MPC was 
in favor of this and it passed 57-3- 
3 

The final Athletic Workshop rec- 
ommendation was one in favor of a 
study of zoning regulation now in 
effect. MPC went against but it 
was passed. Bill Dorman attended 
this workshop.

In the Campus Activities Work- 
shop, there were two recommenda- 
tions. One concerned a popular 
vote method for electing cheer 
leaders, the other was that member 
schools of CJCSGA write up per- 
tinent assembly information re- 
garding successful assemblies at 
their school and have it ready for 
circulation among the other mem- 
ber schools. Pat Cardoza attended 
this workshop in Commissioner 
of.. Activities. Andi .Holme’s 
absence. 


In the Finance Workshop the 
three resolutions proposed to the 
general assembly were all for 
schools with a budget of $35,000 
or over, therefore having no effect 
on MPC. But Miss Jackie Allen, 
who participated for MPC, gained 
much helpful information. 


Miss Kaye Hughes, ASMPC 
secretary, pinch hit for Dorman in 
the Publicity and Public Relations 
workshop. The two recommenda- 
tions from that workshop were 
that a handbook be published con- 
taining all regulations and proced- 
ures pertaining to publicity on 
campus and that a publicity com- 
mitte be appointed by the student 
commissioner or council to aid the 
Commissioner of Publicity. All 
recommendations are read into the 
record unless objected to and no 
vote is taken, thus the passage of all 
seven recommendations in the res- 
pective colleges. 

The only resolution proposed by 
the Publicity shop was one in favor 
of a system whereby a student 
editor on campus be awarded 
transferable credits for his work. 
It was defeated 13-39-9 with MPC 
abstaining due to the wording of 
the resolution. 

A resolution that a vote of the 
assembly of the CJCSGA Spring 
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1959 convention be taken regard- 
ing the voting age and whether or 
not it be lowered was presented by 
the Student Government and Cur- 
rent Problems workshop. Purpose 
of this is to generate interest in 
this highly controversial suject. A 
straw vote of the delegation reveal- 
ed that the delegates were opposed 
to the lowering of the age. The 
resolution itself passed, 48-13-1. 

Also in the student government 
workshop was a resolution that 
CJCSGA be in favor of revising 
the education code to allow school 
libraries to include sectarian litera- 
ture which may be considered of 
educational value. It was passed 
50-9-5. The workshops’ last reso- 
lution was that the procedural 
structure of the regional confer- 
ences be reorganized so as to allow 
more time for the workshops. It 
was passed 45-8-7. Bill Guzules, 
ASMPC president, worked in this 
shop. 

The last item on the agenda was 
the Student Government work- 
shop’s final recommendation which 
was received warmly and with 
many comments from the now 


weary delegations.

He commented that he got much 
pleasure out of calling delegates 
names such as the delegate from 
Nationalist China who he called 
“John Foster Dulles’ stooge”. He 
also called American delegates and

her allies, “dirty capitalists”. He 
seemed to play the part of a Com- 
munist delegate very well. 

Only six junior colleges attend- 
ed the meet at which there were 
over 1000 delegates from schools 
anywhere from California to Utah. 
Luch said that MPC played a very 
large part at the conference as they 
had at least one person on every 
committee. 

Part of MPC’s job at the Uni- 
versity of Southern California was 
to further the communist aims in

Luch commented that he was 
disappointed at the way Oregon 
represented the USSR and also 
about the manner which the 
United States was represented by 
San Francisco State. He said also 
that he was told at the meet that 
this conference was inferior to pre- 
ceding conferences. Disregarding 
this fact, however, Luch stated 
that this was one of the greatest 
things he had ever seen.
